DETAILED ACTION 
Advisory Information 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR L126, which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claims 1-29 were originally present in the application as filed. Claims 1-21 have been 
canceled and claims 22-39 have been added as requested by Applicant in the Paper filed Sept. 
25, 2001. However, since claims 22-29 were still pending, newly added claims 22-31 have been 
renumbered as claims 30-39. Therefore, claims 22-39 are currently pending. The following 
restriction is based on the new claim numbers. 

Election/Restrictions 
2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 22-39, in so far as they are drawn to polypeptides of SEQ ID NO: 3 or 4, 
nucleic acids encoding, and method of treating obesity with the polypeptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 24, in so far as it is drawn to a method of treating obesity comprising 
administering an antagonist to the polypeptide of group 1. 

Group III claim(s) 27 in so far as it is drawn to a method of treating obesity comprising 
administering a nucleic acid of group 1. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the methods of treatment of groups II and III require 
administration of either antagonist to the polypeptide of group I or nucleic acid, each of which 
requires administration of different compounds which are structurally and functionally different 
from each other. Lack of unity is shown because these methods lack a common utility which is 
based upon a common structwally feature which has been identified as the basis for that 
common utility. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
L143).
